perty, and breaking into the houfes and chapels of the foreiga mini- 
{ters and others. And, 

$ 4th’y, ‘That his Majefty would be gracioufly pleafed to caufe com- 
penfation to be made 1 thofe foreign’ minifters, and others, whofe 
property had been injured in the did riots, and to. affure his Majeity 
that the Houfe of Commions‘would make provilion for the fame: 

* The feveral motions met almoft the unanimous approbation of 
the Houte, and were carried without a divifidn. 

** Me Burke made a very animated ‘fpeech upon the alarming and 
dangerous proceedings of thie populace. He was extremely fevere .a- 
gaintt thofe who were capable of mifleading the people ‘to fucli violent 

ntrages againit the laws and conftitution of their country, as well as 
Jraintt reafon, jufticé, dnd htimanity ; and he déalt*his centare with 
eqnal vehemence againft Government fot that relaxed {tate of the po- 
lice, which could no longer proteét even the Legiflature itielf from vie- 
lence and infult at their very-gates. In thort,he felt f muck for the 
debafed dignity of Parliament atthat moment, that he,Jloft all temper, 
and bitterly lamented the fate of juch times,twheh thofe who pretend- 
ed to be the advocates of freedom were eltablifhing the moit wretched 
flavery, and exhibited the ‘unhappy profpeé&t which was then at their 
doors—an armed foldiery, and a bludgeoned ob! "The military power was 
the notorious bane of liberty, and was then called in not only to pre- 
ferve the freedom, of dabate, but the very exiftence of Parliament. 

“* Mr Fox alio laménted the neceffity of calling in the affiltance of 
the military, which he attributed folely to the weak adminiltration of 
public affairs. He reprobated, in terms equally'warm with thote of 
Mr Burke, the promoters of the riots; the violencé and abfurdity of 
which would, he faid, degrade us in the'eyés of Europe,’ and would 
thew the world that thofe men who were at the’ head of Admini(tra- 
tion, were incapable of governing the private matters of a {tate. 

** Sir George Saville {poke on the fame fide, blamed the rioters and 
the Minifters alike, and remarked, that it was not’a little fingular in 
the prefent mobs, that they thould equally diréé their violence againit 
the friends of libeyt} and Lord Sandwich. : ie ; 

“* Mr Hyhert obferving Lord George Gordon with a blue ribbon in 
his hat, declared that he conld not. ht and;vote in that Houte, at a 
moment like the prefent, when he faw a noble Lord within the walls, 
with an enfign of riot in his hat. {9544 

“* Lord George's friends interpofed- upon thjs, and his Lordfhip not 
being willing to take out his cockade, they im amanner forced it from 
his hat. ; ee 

‘ Mr Duyning {poke nearly the fame feritiinents of Mr Burke and 
Mr Fox, condemning the military, ‘tHe Misiftty; and the mob; and 
it was the general opinion ‘of the Monfe, as well as his, that no act of 
that Houfe could be legal, which was agreed to whillt they were befet 
with the foldiery and a mob, 

“ General Conway, with this idea, and to preferve the dignity of Par- 
liament, moved, “ ‘That the Houfe do’ndjourn the cénfideration of the 
. petitions, fine die, until the tumults {hallhhave ceaied.” 

" “© Lord George Gordon faid, that if the Houfe would appoint a day 
to difculs the bufinefS, and promife ta do. it to the fatisfaction of the 
people, he made no doubt but they would’qnietly difperfe. 

“ The Speakeralmo(t wept for the loft dignity of Parliament.. Many 
other. Members delivered their fentiments’s i6the were for adjournment 
till the Honfé could proceed to bifinef$, without being awed by any 
power, either of the Crown or the populace ; others thought .an ad- 
journment, at fuch a time, would’ be more injurious to the dignity of 
the Houfe than any other meafure they could takes but what was to 
be done? Bludgeons terrified fome, and the bayonets alarmed others ! 
It was at length the general opinion of the Houle to adjourn till to-.
